3. Maslons undertaken tc insure the satisfaction of the needs 
dogeribed above will, it ie hoped, also provide information on the general 
sitastion in cuba — political, militery and eeonosic — including the 
technical characteristics of Soviet weapons deplayed in Cuba, but no 
additional risk should be rus for theea purposes.
